I1!78, Tho.mas Inis and his son, Hose, 
then about 1C years old, were on one 
of the small marsh islands which lie 
in the frith of the Savannah river. 
Savannah was then a small town, held 
by the American army of patriots and 
the Avar of the revolution was in full 
progress throughout the colonies. 


From the information Jurjiishcd me 


it does not appear what JNIr. Inis and 
Kose were doing on the mar&b; but 
they had a sailboat anchored in u 
creek, and for some reason Mr. Inis 
took the boat and returned iu it to 
Savannah, leaving his BOH alone on 
the island until he should come back. 


It seems that Rose had some pro- 


vibious and a gun, wherefore" I infer 
it Avas wild fowl shooting that had 
tempted the twain down the river. At 
all events, Kobe A\ ah left alone and his 
father had been gone scarcely an hour 
when a large English vessel, tall mast- 
ed and heavily armed, appeared iu a 
broad bayou or creek a mile from the 
Island. It was one of a strong fleet 
come to attack Savannah. 


Rose knew, as ^oon as he saw the 


ship, ju&t what it meant, and his pre- 
dicament seemed quite hopeless, so 
far as escaping capture was concerned, 
especially when a little later there 
came a small, sloop-rigged open boat, 
containing a British officer and live 
men, 
which anchored almost exactly 


where his own boat had lain AAheh his 
father took it.

the contrarj. he came of a stock whose 
chief characteristic \\ah the figlfl.ing 
spirit, and he was a patriot from heel 
to crown. He looked to the priming 
of his gun. examined the edge of the 
flint to he sure that it was duly sharp, 
for he did not menu to be taken with- 
out a light, and he even preferred 
death to capture. 


Meanwhile the British party had 


made a suitt sur^ev of the little beach 
near the boat. Apparently the officer 
was not quite satisfied. He had, per- 
haps, seen the tiacks made by Air. Inis 
and Rose, and was taking precautions 
by 
carefully 
reconnoitering. Rose 


quickly forsaw that he would be track- 
ed up and found. As his danger grew, 
however, his spirit and wit increased 
apace. He held his gun ready, A\hile 
he lay in a tuft of scrub palmettos, 
and he thought with lightning swift- 
ness of what he should do when the 
last emergency came. 


The party of British separated into 


two squads, one passing east of Rose, 
the other to the west of him. Evident- 
ly the intention was to beat the marsh 
jn a systematic way. It \\ould not be 
long before one or the other squad 
would come upon the flank of his bit 
of hummuck land, cross his trail and 
so discover him. The time for action 
of some sort could not be srreatly de- 
layed. Rose revolved the situation In 
his mind, never onc-> losing sight of the 
deliberately advancing soldiers.

All ,tbe men and the officer now 
gave chase to ilie flying boy, w^io, 
when he reached the creek, plunged in, 
holding the gun so that thjs lock was 
out of the water and swam to the boat. 
Out of .breath .and. terribly ev^d 
Rose scrambled abroad, first tumbling 
his gun over the gunwhale to the bot- 
tom of the boat. 
It was now work for dear life. Rose 


was a clever sailor and knew just how 
to go at the buslucss In hand. He 
hauled in the little anchor and sprang 
to, the sail, loosened it, grabbed the til- 
ler and got into the breeze. Mean- 
while on came the now thoroughly 
alarmed officer and men, shooting, 
panting, gesticulating. 


The breeze was frebh and favorable. 


It took the sloop's sail with vigorous 
sweep. She leaned low and sprang 
along beautifully.

A Womlerfnl Floating Snail. 


There is a small suail which Is so 


fond of the sea that it never comes to 
laud and it builds such a capital boat 
for itself and its eegs that uhilst 
large ships are sinking and stenmeis 
are unable to face the storm, it to&ses 
about in perfect safety. 


The little snail is of violet color and 


Is therefore called lanthina: it has a 
small shell and there projects from the 
under part of the body a loiifr, tongue- 
like piece of flesh. This is th^ raft, 
and it is built upon most scientific 
principles, tor it has compartments in 
it for air. It i_s broad and the air com- 
partments are underneath, so that it 
cannot capsize. 


Moreover, the snail knows ho^\ to 


stow away its cargo, for the oldest 
eggs and those which hatch the soon- 
est are placed in the center, and the 
lightest and newest on the sides of the 
raft. The lanthina fills its OM-II air 
compartments by getting a globule of 
air underneath its head, the body is 
then curved downward beneath the 
raft, and the head l>eing tilted on one 
side, the air rushes up and fills the 
spaces. It feeds on a beautiful little 
jelly fish, which has a flat, rait-like 
form with a pretty little sail upon it. 
and they congi'cgate Jn multitudes 
when'the sea is calm. 


Sometimes specimens are washed up- 


on the northwestern coast of France 
and when they are handled they give 
out a violet dye. 


BOILING WATER IN A PAPER BOX. 


as large as a half n dollar put In the 
center. This card is then held directly 
o\er the flame of the lamp and in a 
few minutes the lepd is melted and the 
card is not Injured in the least. 


The last and neatest experiment of 


all is to boil water in a paper box. A 
little paper bo\ is folded as all school 
children know how, Into a square box 
about an Inch deep and two mi no re. 
Cords are tastened to the corners and 
a piece of stick passed through so that 
It will hang perfectly level. Light the 
alcohol lamp and fill the little box with 
water and suspend it directly above 
the flame about three inches higher. 
In a few minutes the water will boil 
and send up a miniature cloud of 
steam without harm to the box. This 
requires some experience as to the 
proper distance it should be held from 
the flame, and it is well to have the 
lamp iu a Rood-sized dish in case the 
pcrlormer '-hould be careless enough 
to upset the box or a striug pull out.

THE BEBUS ANCIENT 


ORIGIN DATES BACK TO THE BEGIN- 


NING OF WRITTEN' LANGUAGES. 


The Word S»ld to Be a Survival of 


the TlUe "D* Rebu* Qv»« Geruu- 
tur" Scries of Lampoons on Current 
Events Rend By Clerks at Botcbe. 
The rebus is a representation by 


means of pictures, letters or figures 
of jonie word, phrase or sentence. »ln 
Its origin it dates back to tUo begin- 
ning of written language, for the Chi- 
nese aud Egyptian writings are cora- 
poHed of images, and the records of an- 
cleat tombs uuiy be looked upon as 
a j=ei'le)s of rebuses,1 says the Antiquary. 
Just;as primitive efforts in speech 
needed a great deal of accompanying 
gestures, so curly "writing required 
Jinnees for adequate definite expres- 
sions of ideas. . There is this differ- 
ence, however, between Chinese and 
Egyptian pleture-w riting and the med- 
newU. ami modern rebus, viz., that 
wheifeas itl-the fornrcr the4 intention Is 
simplification, in the latter it is most- 
ly mystillcation. The ancient Greeks 
miute frequent use of the rebus on 
coins of their cities and' islands. Thus 
the (Jreek colony of Selinus, lucidly, 
which derives its name from the wild 
parsley growing there in profusion, 
was represented on the coins by 4in 
image'of this plant. In the same way 
the coins of Rhodes bore a rose, those 
of Melos a pomegranate, those of 
I'hocne a seal, and the city of Ancona 
H-as represented by a bent'arm, tho 
wwd nukon meaning a bend. These 
have been termed types puriants, or 
ranting devices. Two Oreek architects 
ore said to have carved on their build- 
ings the images, of a frog and a lizard, 
these two words in Greek being re- 
spectively identical with their names, 
n hIfh they were forbidden to inscribe 
n written language. JulIuH Caesar, ac- 
cording to Addison, used the image of 
nn elephant on his coins, because his 
name happened In tho 1'unic language 
(o stand for that animal This is, how- 
ever, doubtful, i\x the elephant was 
commonly used as ;in emblem on coin*. 
There are, neveitheless, undoubted ex- 
amples of the use of the re-bus on Uo- 
uinn coins, as, e. g., those of Quintus 
Voconlus Vitulus on which a calf is 
represented, and those of L. Aquillua 
Flows. 


It is in Plcardy that the rebus more 


especially ha>. flourished iu the past 
Sieur de.s Accords says that the rebus 
was a special pi'oduct of that district, 
just as bayonets were associated with 
Bayonne and mustard Avth Dijon. The 
people of ricardy were so much 
pleased with this kind of wit that their 
use of it became almost a inadiiess, 
and if all their work of this kind could 
have been collected it would hn\e been 
enough, in the language of Des Ac- 
cords, "to load ten mules." He was 
judged of no account who did not take 
part In this kind of exercise. 
In the 


time of Edward III the English began 
to admire these "foreign fooleries in 
painted I'oesie," ns Camden says, "and 
they which lacked wit to express their 
conceit in speech did use to depalnt it 
out (ns it were) In pictures, which they 
called Kebus by a Latin name well fit- 
ting their device. These were, so liked 
by our English theie, and Kent c\cr thu 
strclght of Callce. with full sail, were 
so entertained here (although they 
were mostly ridiculous) by all Degrees, 
bj the learned and unlearned, tuat "he 
was no body that could not hummer 
out of his name an invention by this 
wit-craft, and picture it accordingly; 
whereupon vi bo did not busle his brain 
to hammer his device out of this 
forge?" Some French authorities have 
supposed that the word "rehus" orig- 
inated from Hie custom followed by 
the clerks of Ihe Bat-oceh of making 
pvn-y vear in the time of the Carnival 
a number of lampoons, which weie en- 
titled "t)e rebus qune geruutur." or 
"Concerning things which are happen- 
ing." These were re-id by the clerks, 
;vlio were drawn tluough Ihe streets in 
a cart. According to Merango this 
custom lasted at Boulogne till about 
1030, when it was stopped by the po- 
lice. The word "rebus" is accounted 
for as being a survival of tills title. 
"De rebus quae geumtur," the popular 
mind being able only to remember a 
portion of the expression. But it is 
simpler and probably more correct to 
anderstand the "word as indicating thfe 
representation of ideas "by things." 


An Earthquake In Mexico. 


We have had an earthquake, says 


the Soectator.and I have never had a 
sensation like it. either phjslcally, men- 
tally, or spiritually. 
I was up here 


writinsr in my room, which opens with 
French doors on to a large stone bal- 
cony overlooking the court in which 
the fountain is. For some time there 
was an increasing trembling which 
I at first thought was the moving of 
furniture, though it seemed strange 
that it should shake a heavy stone 
building: but when I began to feel dlz- 
ey, I said to myself, "earthquake," and 
I then went out on to the balcony and 
sure enough, the whole building was 
visibly swaying and the large hanging 
lamps swinging like censers. There 
was no noise, which made it all the 
more weird- I ran dowc stairs and 
found every one hurrying into the 
rtreet, (it was in the afternoon,) and in 
Ihe wide street which opens into the 
Alameda (pnblic gardens) at this point 
was a very impressive scene. 


All the traflic had stopped still, and 


there were hundreds of people in little 
croups on their knees praying,* some 
aloud, some to themselves, the mea 
with their hats off; those who were cot 
kneeling were holding on to one an- 
other, as no one could stand steady. 
The lamp-posts were swinging like 
trees in a- wind. Some people were 
calm, .others in abject terror. I can't 
»ay that I was not afraid at all. though 
M, soon AS I was onVof' the building 
I couldn't see the chance of any dan- 
ger. The earth was not any longer 
trembling or shaking, but swinging 
which was most demoralizing. I felt 
something ns though a solemn and djg- 
ailled nightmare had come true; or a» 
though we had been suddenly trans- 
ferred to somewhere near the Presence 
where/the working of nature was go- 
top on.. It wa» very strange Indeed. 
No one was hurt In oar part of the 
town, and I fan see how very little 
danger there really was, for there was 
plenty of time to get Into the open.

In Its wild 
state the horse's natural habitat la on 
the open pin inn, not tu mountainous 
rflglouii, but on the fteppoft of A*'*, 
and when attacked by wolves Its only 
jsafefy M<?» Jn H» superior speed. .1C 
the young foal were not a§ swift as lii 
parents it would fall an easy prey, to 
the pursuer, and HO. within a few gen- 
erations, the wild horse might be ut- 
terly destroyed by Its enemies. The 
copious thing Is that the -Coal is quite 
as swift as its parents. When1 one 
looks at it, even in its domesticated 
condition, It seems to be all legs, and 
one is surprised to sec how easily the 
slight body is borne along on those 
legs, beside the mother, even when she 
5s running at her swiftest rate, Jn 
that fact lies the safety of the wild 
horse frpm destruction, and the thous- 
ands of generations In which that ^use- 
ful animal has been domesticated have 
brought no change in the peculiar con- 
formation of the foal's limbs, though 
it is no longer needed for its original 
purpose. 


Another curious thing is that ono 


of the, faults of the horse of which we.' 
are apt to complain, VG mean the habit 
of shying, is a survival of an old habit 
which was useful and necessary when 
Its ancestors were still roaming wllfll 
upon the-, plains. Then' every horse 
was constantly on the outlook for an 
enemy, and (It did not look only with 
one eye. It habitually kept turning Its 
ear In all directions, so as to catch the 
slightest sound which should Indicate 
the presence of danger. Not only 
when a wolf was seen did the herd 
take flight; any sound, as of the wolf 
breaking through the long grass, 
caused an Instantaneous stampede; 
and something of that habit still sur- 
vives. The horse seldom fears the ob- 
jects which it sees unless they appear 
suddenly, but the sudden appearance 
of some light thing driven by the wind, 
or some slight sound that perhaps may 
not be heard by his master, may cause 
an Instant and involuntary shy, such 
as the poor brute would instinctively 
make if he were still wild upon the 
plains. How unjust It is, and how, 
utterly stupid ,to justify his terror by 
whipping him for such a fault. To 
do so Is to make him only so much the 
readier to shy again, remembering— 
and he is sure to remember— that, oven 
If there has been no reason for his lu- 
vpluntary shying, there is something 
to dread immediately afterward. The 
only sensible way to deal with this 
remnant of wildness In the domesti- 
cated horse is to stop and let him feel 
that there is nothing to fear, and so 
break down the remnant of his old and 
perfectly natural habit of flight from 
possible danger. 


Not n Happy 


Difficulties of the civil service ex- 


amination are multiplied tenfold in th» 
requirements set down by law of ap- 
plicants for positions in the mall ser- 
vice of China. 
In the first place an applicant must 


have strength and courage. To acquire 
these he goes through n very queer 
method 
of 
training. He 
wanders 


through mountains and valleys, forests 
and caves. The exact time to be oc- 
cupied by the trip is fixed by law and 
a heavy fine is imposed for unneces- 
sary delay. He must repeat these 
trips at night, and If he listens to the 
bad spirit aud thereby fails to appear 
at the required time at a certain place 
be is sure to lose his righcs to a po- 
sition. 


This Is not all. He is obliged to 


carry an enormous weight for many 
iniles and return with it within a 
given time. No allowance is made for 
his inability to defend himself against 
thieves and highwaymen, his road 
usually leading through a district thick 
with bandits. 


In training the candidates eats very 


little—though he is used to this—aud 
he tries every straining exercise. Then 
comes his real examination, under the 
direction of Government officials. He 
is taken into a long room where, 
suspended from a high beam with 
strong ropes are very heavy sacks filled 
with rocks.

Through Hie kindness of Dr. Truman 
J, ^Mauln, who owns an automobile 
trap, the postmaster was able to make 
practical experiments m the collection 
of malls, and his report on their result 
lias just been received by the Post- 
Office Department He says that Dr. 
Martin offered the use of his automo- 
bile for trial in tlie collection of mails 
from street letter boxes to demonstrate 
its advantages over the horse collec- 
tion wagon. 


The first trial was made recently 


when Dr. Miller managed tlie auto- 
mobllo, carrying with him Superinten- 
dent of Carriers Loeb, who collected 
Ilie malls from foity boxes on a route 
eighteen miles long in one hour and 
thirty minutes. 
To cover .the same 
route with a horse wagon" required 
more than throe hours. 


Trial 'was made on another route the 


next morning, when Ibc mad v»as col- 
let ted froni' sixty -three boxes In one 
hour and fifty minutes. The lime re- 
quired for a florae wagon to cover 
this route Is three hours and five inin- 


A third tost was made three days 


later on another route, fifteen miles in 
length, with fifty-four boxes, and the 
collt'< tlons were all made in ninety 
minuter. 


Postmaster DOIT Informs the depart-

Fairs. 


Statute lairs, otherwise termed hir- 


ing and mop fairs, are so called be- 
cause they were especially founded by 
staluie to art as informal registry of- 
fices for sonants desirions of iiuding 
places, and masters and mistresses 
anxious to engage the same, Estab- 
lished under an act of Queen Eliza- 
beth, these fairs were, until compara- 
tively recently, very popular, and the 
name still survives in many towns, 
particularly In those of the midland 
counties, although the hiring of ser- 
vants by these means has now almost 
entirely died out Mop fairs were 
usually held immediately after the 
harvest had been gathered in, and 
lasted three days, caled, respectively, 
"First,"' "Slain," and "Ktniawny" hir- 
SngK. The latter, it in said, owed its 
suggestive title to the fact of its being 
frequented by servants who had boen 
hired on the previous days, and from 
discontent or otherwise had run a^ay 
from, their places and wanted fresh 
ones. 
The gen ants stood In rows, says 


Good Words, males together, females 
together; hence the period o^er which 
the fair lasted was also known as the 
"John and Mary days." Unfortunate- 
ly these fairs crew to be attended by 
much discreditable dissipation, and 
acting under the advice of Lord Lyt- 
fleton. a scheme of servant regis- 
tration was formulated throughout the 
Counties of "Worcestershire and War- 
wicksnire to take their place. Of 
jouise, the hiring that ensued on these 
occasions was practically confined io 
the farmer 
and small 
landowner 


classes, and It was thought that the 
latter would have their requirements 
far better salted by a proper method 
Co registration instead of this haphaz- 
ard system for fillin? up domestic va- 
cancies. The last genuine mop fairs, 
held in the neighborhood of Birming- 
ham a few years back, culminated in 
puch drunken disorder that the Chief 
commissioner of the county police in 
giving evidence on the subject, sug- 
gested that, according to his experi- 
ence, the ivord "mop" could only be 
Interpreted in the sense of lowering an 
Inordinate amount of liquor!

NEW USESJFOR COBN. 


MANAFACTURE OF SMOKELESS POW- 


DER WILL6ENEFIT FARMERS, 


DlittlHed Spirits an Important Ele- 


ment In Its Production and This 
Powder In » Necessity In Civilized 
Warfare. , 
Farmers In the com belt may not be 


aware of the fact, but it is, neverthe- 
less, true that the manufacture of the 
new smokeless 
powder promises to 


benefit them extensively. 
The British 


Government closed a contract last fall 
with tbe Standard Distilling Company 
of Chicago for the immediate delivery 
of 124,000 gallons of distilled spirits at 
Montreal, with an intimation that it 
would want 450,000 gallons more in a 
snort time. 
The spirits ordered were 


for use In the manufacture of smoke- 
less powder. 
The Japanese Govern- 


ment has recently ordered 6,000 barrels 
of spirits for the same purpose, and has 
given notice of large 
future 
re- 


quirements. 
Our own Government 


has recently ordered 10,000 barrels, and 
further orders will follow. 
Hence- 


forth smokeless powder will be exclu- 
sively used in civilized warfare, and in 
the manufacture of this powder distil- 
led spirits play a prominent part, thus 
opening up a new and quite extensive 
market for American corn. 


In the light of these facts, the prepa- 


rations of Great Britain and the con- 
stant rumors of a, gieat European war 
take on a local and personal Interest 
to every Western corn grower. An ex- 
tensive war among the great European 
nations would have a marked effect 
upon the market for spiilts and for 
corn, as the whole world is to a large 
extent dependent upon America for this 
ingredient of smokeless powder, and 
this powder is a necessity in warfare. 
This use foi corn, coupled with the 
foieign demand for a cheap food arti- 
cle, which is Increasing rapidly, prac- 
tically assures the farmer a fair price 
for his staple; but other new demands 
of equal importance should not be 
overlooked. 
The number" of articles 


of commerce that are now being made 
from corn has reached twenty-nine, 
and every particle of the gram is at 
'present turned into some useful pro- 
duct. The glucose sugar refining com- 
panies alone manufacture this number 
of products and the number of bushels 
of corn consumed by their factories in 
the United States reaches well into the 
millions. 


The following is a list of the products 


now being manufactured 
from 
corn 


without the use of any other compon- 
ent material: 


Mixing glucose, of three kinds, used 


by refiners of table syrups, brewers, 
leather manufacturers. Jelly makers, 
fruit preservers and apothecaries. 


Crystal glucose, of tour kinds, used 


by manufacturing confectioners. 


Grape sugar, of two kinds, used by 


brewers principally, and also by tan- 
ners. 


Anhydrous sugar, used by ale and 


beer brewers and apothecaries. 


Pearl starch, used by cotton and pa- 


per mills. 


Powdered starch, used principally by 


baking powder manufacturers, and also 
by cotton and paper mills. 


Refined grits, used In the place of 


brewers' grits; they are giving better 
results. 


Flourine, used by mixers of flour 


without detriment except as to the 
feeling that acorn product is taking the 
place of a wheat product. 


Four kinds of dextrine, used by fine 


fabric makers, paper box makers, muc- 
ilage and glue makers, 
apothecaries 


and many industries requiring a strong 
adhesive agent. 


Corn oil, used by table oil mixers, lu- 


bricating oil mixers, manufacturers of 
fibre, shade cloth manufacturers, paint 
manufacturers, and in many similai in- 
dustries where vegetable oils are em- 
ployed. 


Corn oil, cake, gluten food, chop feed, 


and gluten meal, 
all 
cattle-feeding 


stufls of a very high grade and capable 
of being scientifically fed with, superior 
adva ges. 


Bubber substitute, a substitute for 


crude rubier and 
very 
extensively 
used. 


Corn germ, the material from which 
the oil ana cake are obtained 


British gum, a starch which makes 
a very adhesive medium, and is used 
by textile mills for running their colors 
as well as by manufacturers who re- 
quire a very strong adhesive medium 
that contains no trace of acid. 
. Granulated gum, which competes 
with gum arabic, is used successfully 
m its place, and finds a ready prefer- 
ence by reason of the absence of any 
offensive odor.

above list of products is rubber substi- 
tute, the substance which 
Chicago; 


chemists have recently brought jto per- 
fection. This new rubber, made from 
t e waste of ordinary yellow corn, will 
cheapen the price of ruuoer goods 25 
per cent. 
Corn rubber must be com- 


bined with an equal quantity of Pan 
rubber to give it general utility. Twen- 
ty chemists have been, employed at the 
Chicago refinery for a year m bringing 
this new rubber to perfection.
